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‘When Wilmington was Hoptown. 


The Rev, Roy Fiske of Lutz, 
Florida, imhis historical address at 
St. Thomas Church, on September 
2th referred to the era when 
Wilmington was known as Hoptown. 

Hops, of course, is the material 
used for the making of beer. It is 
almost always referred to in the 
plural. Hops have been cultivated 
since antiquity, the Egyptians being 
among those who have been hop 
farmers, The early Colonials brought 
the plant with them from England. 

‘The higher land in Wilmington was 
found to be a good place to grow hops. 
After the end of the Revolution the 
farming of the vine spread, and 
Wilmington hops acquired a 
reputation. This reputation was 
acquired, it may be noted, without the 
use of high - powered television 
commercials, 

By 1805 hops were being grown 
commercially, in Wilmington. The 
farming of hops became a town in- 
dustry. It was an industry that spread 
out, to at least one or two farms in 
Tewksbury, in Burlington and in 
Andover. 

Hops are vines, which have flowers, 
and which in turn produce (the writer 
believes) the portion that is picked 
and dried. Possibly it is the leaves 
which are picked, as in tea. 

There are no hops growing in 
Wilmington today, with one possible 
exception. Where Middlesex Avenue 
and Route 62 part, in North 
Wilmington, is an old cut stonewall, 
dating back about 100 years or more. 
Hop vines have grown there every 
summer for years. 

Possibly they still grow, against 
that wall. The writer has not 
examined that wall in recent years. 

Undoubtedly, in part, the presence 


of the Middlesex Canal was respon- 
‘sible for the growth of the hop far- 
ming industry. The hops were grown 
in Wilmington principally, and in 
Tewksbury, Burlington and Andover, 
and were cured, generally over a fire, 
and then bagged and shipped to 
Charlestown. There they were loaded 
on vessels and sent to Albany, New 
York. 

It would seem there was a brewery 
in that town that recognized the 
superior quality of the Wilmington 
hops. They were not, as far as is 
known, sent to any other destination. 

From 1806 to 1837, 76,806 bags of 
hops were sent from Wilmington to 
Albany. The bags were large. Some 
of the smaller automobiles of today 
have less interior volume than there 
was in a bag of hops of that day. 

The total value of the hops grown 
was $2,169,430. That sum, of course, is 
in the dollar of about 1812, when 
someone who was earning a dollar a 
day was being well paid 

The hop industry was so valuable in 
Massachusetts that careful records 
were kept, as to the number of bags 
shipped, and the quality of the hops in 
those bags. Keeping the records, once 
it had been decided to do that, was 
easy, as all (with one exception) were 
shipped via the canal, and all that was 

was to consult the manifests of 
the Middlesex canal barges, to find 
the total number shipped. 

The one exception was during the 
War of 1812, when the Royal Navy of 
Britain had cruisers on the coast of 
New England, harrying commerce. 
It was impossible to ship by water, 
from Boston to Albany. 

Asa Sheldon, in his autobiography 
Wilmington Farmer, tells of that 
time. Asa, then a young man, tran- 


sported hops overland, to its 
destination in New York. He did this 
with a large cart drawn by oxen. 
Quite probably other Wilmington men 
did the same thing, but there is no 
other record. 

Asa relates of his fear of high- 
waymen, on his return trip. He tells 
how he hid the money he had received 
in the ear of one of the oxen. For- 
tunately, he-seems to have met no 
bandits. 

William Blanchard Jr., who may 
have lived in the home where John 
Brooks now lives, was the State In- 
spector of Hops. It was an important 
job. His duty was to insure that all 
hops exported from Wilmington were 
up to the standards set by the state. 

For this he was paid $2,000 a year. 
That was the same salary as that 
given to the Governor of 
Massachusetts, and those two gen- 
tlemen were the only ones in the state 
to receive such a munificient salary. 

William Blanchard Jr. was better 
known as Squire Blanchard. He was 
an attorney. His father was the 
sergeant in the Wilmington Company 
of Minutemen, on Concord Day, and 
the Lieutenant, in Capt. John Harn- 
den's company, at Bunker Hill. He 
was later a Colonel, commanding the 
Fourth Middlesex Regiment. 

Many Wilmington families were 
farmers of hops, but it can be proven 
in only a few instances. 

Behind the William Butters II 
house, on Chestnut Street, adjacent to 
the Baldwin Apple was a hop kiln. In 
the uplands near that house were (and 
are today) many stone walls, 4 

Those stone walls mean that the 
fields were cleared, to grow hops. 
They area definite clue, Wherever, in 
Wilmington, one is going through the

League opposes Prop. 2'2 


The defeat of referendum Question 
2 (Proposition 2%) on the November 
ballot is the priority activity this fall 
of the League of Women Voters across 
the state, 

The League views Question 2 as a 
“wolf in sheep's clothing’ which 
promises gifts for everyone, but in 
reality forces the voter to pay for 
those gifts with higher state and 
federal taxes. The League recom- 
mends a “No” vote on Question 2 

Proposition 2% would require all 
Massachusetts communities to 
achieve a property tax rate of $25 per 
thousand of “full and fair cash value” 
and to limit subsequent increases to 
2‘ percent of current total receipts. 
Municipalities currently above the 
$25-1000 (two-thirds of those in 
Massachusetts) would have to reduce 
property tax income by 15 percent a 
year until they reach the state goal 

No distinction is made within the 
proposal between communities ex- 
periencing growth and those with 
declining tax base and population. 
Nor is consideration given to the past 
fiscal management performance of: 
various communities. 

In evaluating Question 2, the 
League argues that this proposal will 
require communities to make cuts in 
essential public services. Local 
budgets have already been tightly 
squeezed by inflation; although the 
consumer price-index increased 13.3 
percent during fiscal year 1960, local 
Spending in Massachusetts during 
that period went up only 4.5 Laokeveat 
Proposition 242 would decrease local 
revenue by about 17.5 ($575 million 
across the state) the first year it is 
implemented. Well - managed 
communities do not have the leeway 
to absorb these cuts. s 

‘The League contends that this law 
would force. all communities to cut 


services to the lowest level because of 
inadequate revenue. Because fixed 
costs (many of which are required by 
state mandates) currently absort 
about one-third of local budgets and of 
the remainder two-thirds is needed to 
Support school, fire and police 
departments, minimal funds would be 
left in a reduced budget for those 
community preferences that usually 
determine a community's special 
quality. With Proposition 2% in place 
citizens will no longer be able to 


choose what services their taxes” 


should pay for. But 2% does not 
prevent the state from placing use 
restrictions on the local aid it 
distributes. 

The League points out that even 
when @ majority of citizens of a 
community prefer to pay for more 
services through local property taxes, 
that may not be possible. The 
proposal imposes a cumbersome and 
unworkable mechanism for 
overriding the cap. Two-thirds of 
local voters must approve an override 
in a November referendum. In odd- 
numbered years the vote must take 
place at a special election called by 
the legislature. No community may 


call its own special election for this 


Purpose. 
Because such an override vote 
cannot be taken until four months 
after'the start of the fiscal year, 
financial chaos is the likely result. 

For 50 years the League has ob- 
served and studied the fiscal realities 
in this state. They have always been 
concerned about overdependence on 
the property tax and have filed and 
fought through the legislature bills to 
ease the homeowners’ burden. They 
ate currently working with the 
Massachusetts Municipal Association 
todevelop a plan for real and sensible 
tax reform in Massachusetts. 

The League recognizes Proposition 
2% for what it is - a simplistic answer 
to a complex problem that will not 
solve our current problems but will 
create local fiscal crises and a huge 
demand for more state tax revenues. 
This Proposition 2% - Question 2 - 
must be defeated. 

The Wilmington League of Women 
Voters will be sponsoring a meeting to 
inform the public of the implications 
of Proposition 2%. Watch for notices 
of time and place soon to be 
publicized.

Phe Harnden family, and the 
Gowing family both were 
hop farmers. Dr. Silas Brown, who 
bought the Harnden Tavern, and 
raised his own crops, may have grown 


Indeed, the highest price paid for 
Wilmington hops was just. ctafter he had 
moved to Wilmington. In 1817 the 
price was 34 cents a pound. Two 
years later it had dropped to five 


cents. 

Hop cultivation stoppéd in 1837. 
‘That was the second year (it seems) 
of the Hop Blight, a disease from 
which Wilmington hops never 
recovered. 

Probably the best story, relative to 
hops, is that of the Benjamin Buck 
House, between Wildwood Street and 
Woburn Street. It is, at this time, the 
oldest house in town. It is also the 
only Hop House, in the United States, 
or so it is to be believed. 

The Buck family had a lot of upland 
- where the Wildwood School is now 
located. They owned right down to 
the brook. Nathan Buck was the man 
who was the owner in the years after 
the Revolution. He was the son of 
Ephraim, he who had shot the last 
bear, back in August 1760.

It vould seem that Benjamin and 
Johnathan lived together in the Buck 
House for years. It is a home 
arranged for two families, one -on 
each side of the house. 

When the hop money came pouring 
in, about 1817, then Johnathan thought 
it was time to have a home of his own. 
He had it built next door - a nice 
Federal home, almost a mansion, 
There he lived, and there he and 
Betsey raised their children. 

There is no record of their 
marriage, of which this writer knows, 
Betsey evidently was not a 
Wilmington girl. 

But the first child, Henry, was born 
in 1821, That was four years after the 
highest price on hops, and probably 
four years after Johnathan Buck built 
that Callan home, on Woburn Street. 

Benjamin, it turned out, gave his 
money to the church, Johnathan used 
his share to build a nice home for 
himself. 

And it all came from Wilmington 
hops,

Nothing “earth shattering" 
in North Woburn samples 


Nothing “earth shattering” has 
been found in the samples for the 
preliminary tests from the dump area 
in North Woburn, according toa story 
last week in the Reading Chronicle. 

The data still has to be compiled, 
and a toxicologist will then be called 
upon to review and interpret the 
findings, from a health standpoint. 
Most of ‘the samples examined show 
that contaminents were in the parts 
per billion or the parts per million 
range. The source of information was 
named as Richard Leighton, of the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

Water samples were found to be 
free of contamination, in Woburn. 


Woburn's Well G was not sampled, 
because it has not been in service 
since May 1979, when it was found to 
contain trichloroethylene (TCP) 
That well is still closed 

There are air monitoring testing 
stations, on the Barrows School and 
on Austin Prep, in Reading. Tests 
have been conducted for several 
weeks, but the reSiilts are unknown. 
The filters are being tested for total 
particulate content, and then being 
analyzed for heavy metals, such as 
arsenic, lead, and chromium. 

The “Woburn Odor” is to be given a 
preliminary scan shortly. Gases are 
to be collected, from near the pile of 


hides. It is believed a contractor will 
then be hired to further investigate 
the finer nuances of the odor, and 
‘what-it means to the neighbors, the 
Chronicle says. 

Environmental officials have met 
recently with a microbiologist from 
MIT. He has recommended an actual 
sampling and testing of the stockpiled 
materials, for potential biological 
hazards. 

There have been meetings between 
interested pai including the 
owner of the property, to discuss 
alternative methods of covering the 
arsenic pit. Under the terms of the 
consent decree this was to be done by 
September 26.

The library would be unable to 
accept any such funds because the 
law requires those funds to go directly 
to the town treasury. However, the 
Friends were told, they could, as a 
society, accept the funds, and then 
buy the books for the library. 

There will be further consideration 
of the proposal.

‘Thermometers available 

Hypothermia thermometers are 
Still available to seniors at the drop-in 
center for sixty cents, 

Winter and cold weather bring 
many health hazards. While 
everyone's health is endangered by 
lengthy exposure to very cold tem- 
peratures, the elderly are par- 
ticularly vulnerable, Even 
cool temperatures of 60 to 65 degrees 
ean trigger hypothermia, which is a 

in body temperature that can be 
fatal if not detected and treated 
properly. Diseases of the veins and 
arteries, also treatment with certain 
drugs make a person more suscep- 
tible to this condition. The only sure 
way of detecting hypothermia is with 
a low reading clinical thermometer, 
whose scale reads 90 degrees. The 
thermometer purchased at most 


only to 94 degrees.
